Cheverly Sector Plan Update: So much has hap-
pened since the November Town Newsletter where
Cheverly residents were challenged to a Call for Ac-
tion regarding proposed changes to the Cheverly Sec-
tor Plan that would potentially alter zoning for the
green space near Magruder Springs. In spite of being
given only two weeks’ notice Cheverly residents ral-
lied by; having over 270 folks attend a Public Hear-
ing, having over 60 people speak at the Public Hear-
ing, and by writing over 600 letters of opposition.

What a show of opposition, and I want to be clear that
your voice is being heard. I have spoken to staff in
the County Executive’s office, County staff members,
and staff of Maryland National Capital Park and Plan-
ning (MNCPPC) and everyone I spoke to is aware of
this issue, even if they are not directly involved.

Cheverly Sector Plan Letter Writing Campaign:
November 21* was the last day for written testimony
to be submitted to the Clerk of the Courts regarding
the Cheverly Sector Plan. Approximately 500 letters
and postcards were hand delivered to the Clerk's of-
fice. The Clerk’s office staff responded that they had
received 10 to 20 letters a day via normal mail. It is
reasonable to assume that the Clerk's Office received
over 600 written testimonies, which means approxi-
mately 10% of Cheverly's population responded!
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Special thanks to Laila Riazi, Dan Smith, Sheila Salo,
Joani Horchler, Christal Surowicz and Jack Warner
for their organizational efforts to support this cam-

paign.

What happens to the Cheverly Sector Plan Map
Amendment Now? The Public Hearing that occurred
on November 6™, was simply the beginning of the
Map Amendment process. In order for the finalized
Cheverly Sector Plan to be amended the District
Council needed to kick off a brand new Public Process
to ensure the adequate public comment. Now that the
Public Comment period is completed, the timeline for
a decision is below:

11/06/2017  District Council Holds Public Hearing:

11/21/2017  Last Public Comments (letters allowed)

12/06/2017  Planning Board staff distills Public
Comment for review.

12/07/2017  Planning Board Public Hearing
Review comment / makes decision.

1/23/2018 Earliest Date when District Council can

make decision as to whether to include
Map Amendment.

Why is this Map Amendment So Important? Some
residents have asked what happens if this Map
Amendment is eventually approved? Initially nothing
changes. The Maps in the Cheverly Sector Plan will
be adapted, and the green area surrounding Magruder
Springs will be included in the Town Center area that
runs along Tuxedo Road. Zoning does not immediate-
ly change.

However, the County Council is currently considering
an initiative to Rewrite the County’s entire Zoning
Code. This initiative has been on-going for two years
and 1s anticipated to be completed by November of
2018. If / When the Zoning Rewrite is approved, then
any “pending” zoning maps will become effective.
What this means is that the Magruder Springs area
will be zoned the same as the Tuxedo Road area
which means that it can potentially be developed for
high density uses.

What can be done if the District Council approves
the Cheverly Sector Plan Map Amendment? There
are two paths of action available to the Town of
Cheverly if the District Council approves the Map
Amendment.

Since the vast majority of the property in the Magrud-
er Spring area is owned by Prince George’s County, a
developer would need to acquire the county property
to begin any development. The Town of Cheverly can
attempt to acquire the property to preempt this effort.
First Oxford (the developer) has requested the County
to “surplus” the property. The County Surplus pro-
cess requires the county to ask all government agen-
cies, including the Town of Cheverly, whether they
have a use for the property. Obviously, if no other
agency requests the property the Town of Cheverly
will. To this end, the Town of Cheverly has sent a
letter of Intent to acquire the property.

If the town is unable to acquire the property, although
there is no reason to assume that we couldn’t. The
town will certainly attempt to stop the development
during the planning process. Given all the issues a
developer would face; Historical assets, FEMA flood
plains, and traffic issues of access to the property the
Town of Cheverly have many ways to prevent devel-
opment in the area.

A Trust Act for Cheverly: The Council continues
conversations regarding the Trust Act.

Many residents have asked “Will this change how the
police department operates?” As I understand, at this
time this will not change how our Police Department
operates. Today, based on existing federal law our Po-
lice Department cannot require documentation from
anyone in the performance of their duties.

Undocumented Cheverly residents, or non-residents,
should know: that Cheverly Police will not ask for
documentation from victims, individuals reporting
crimes or suspicious activities, or individuals being
arrested.

Other residents have asked “what happens to a felon
who maybe undocumented?” First, please understand
that the Cheverly Police will arrest anyone who is
committing a crime; documented on not. Again, the
Cheverly Police Department does not get involved in
documentation. However, please know that Cheverly
like all surrounding municipalities does not have jail
or holding facilities. So, when someone is arrested
and detained in a county facility that documentation
status is very much considered. At this point, a mu-
nicipality has no control over the process.

I have come to think of this as a front-end process
(our police departments) and a back-end process (jails
and holding facilities). Most Police Departments |
have spoken with (whether they have declared Sanc-
tuary Status or not) do not require documentation
from individuals at traffic stops, who call for assis-
tance, or in any activity. However, when an individu-
al is detained and is placed in jail facility documenta-
tion is considered.

The council has briefly discussed two options for
moving forward on this matter either passing an ordi-
nance or a resolution. An ordinance would have the
effect of law, and while it simply would state the
practice as it already is, many feels that this is needed.
Another option is for the Council to pass a resolution
without an ordinance. A resolution would voice the
intent of the council.

In the August newsletter I published a Question and
Answer with Chief Robshaw regarding Cheverly’s
existing policy. Rather than reprint, I suggest you

The gist of the Q&A is that the Cheverly Police does
not consider an individual’s documentation in the
course of their activities. To be clear, if an undocu-
mented individual needs help of any type from the
Cheverly Police they should reach out to the police
without any fear of reprisal.

Curbside Composting: Cheverly has a very robust
backyard composting program, and everyone is en-
couraged to purchase a composter from Public Works
for a reduced price. Peg and I have been composting

for six years and we are shocked at the reduction in
the trash we bring to the curb. And yes, there are no
negative impacts such as odors or animals.

However, not everyone wants to compost in their
backyard, due to space and other concerns. For these
people, our resident composting expert Doug Alexan-
der is attempting to get a curb side composting pro-
gram going. The program would be simple, for a
small one-time fee the town would provide you a
counter top container and a 10-gallon receptacle to
place your compostable waste in. Once a week you
would take it to the curb and public works will pick it
up. Voila! What could be easier!

To start the program, we need at least 100 residents to
join to make it cost effective and efficient for our Pub-
lic Works staff. If you are interested, please call Pub-

CHEVERLY COPS, KIDS, and
FAMILIES: Every year the Cheverly Police Department identi-
fies 10 individual children and 10 families that, because of finan-
cial problems, are unable to provide presents or personal gifts to
family members during the holiday season. These children and
families, in many cases, do not always have sufficient accommo-
dations to meet daily living standards never mind make the holi-
days a special time of celebration. As part of our commitment to
community-oriented policing as well as our personal and profes-
sional commitment to the welfare of the Cheverly community,
the Cheverly Police Department sponsors a program called
“Cheverly Cops, Kids, and Families.” As part of this program,
the children are treated to a shopping experience sponsored by
the CPD, followed by a luncheon and a visit by Santa at our po-
lice complex.

Explore the Wilderness Next Door -- Cheverly East Park

Cheverly has five natural areas awaiting your discoveries. Leave the car in the driveway — you can get there

by bike or on foot.

Cheverly East Park borders Tributary 4, with a wooded area adjacent to Route 50. It also has some very old
trees and a well developed shrub layer. Removal of the invasive plants could allow the previously rich herba-
ceous layer to recover. Tributary 4 is largely bereft of aquatic life due to the fact that it derives most of its in-
put from several outfalls channeling polluted water from town streets. Some creek restoration was conducted
by the Army Corps of Engineers for M-NCPPC. Additional tree buffer will help filter pollutants and prevent
erosion of the stream banks.

The part currently has no trail, so you will be bushwacking. You can access the park from a desire path con-
necting the southern and northern parts of Hillside Avenue, or from the Cheverly East Park playground on
Oak Street. Please take care on the strip between Hillside and the stream, where you will be walking near pri-
vate property.

Cheverly East Park offers an opportunity to form a dedicated group of citizens working to remove invasive
plants and blaze a trail.

During the warm sum-
mer days, plans were made for the fall to plant trees, fix some of the
flower beds, repair some sidewalks and prepare the equipment for /
the year’s leaf vacuuming collection efforts. Somewhere in this

s when the Town’s crews will be in your area so that you can be ready
to rake your leaves to the curb. /L &
The leaf collection schedule is by no means perfect. Despite the yearly adjustments; the 1 fu“"’“
leaf collection crews cannot be at all places at the same time or when the leaves decide
to fall. Some years the best scheduled plan for collection is too early, others times a little late; the leaves have
yet to share their falling schedule with anyone. Nevertheless, if raked to the curb, bagged and/or containerized
they will be collected. Now as you know and value, the Town of Cheverly can arguably be construed as
unique within Prince Georges County. It is an eyesore to have the Town littered with bagged leaf at the curb
prior to the scheduled Monday collection. Although it can be considered a violation of the Town’s code this
practice makes the Town look shabby over the weekend when the town has prospective buyers and visitors.
Please keep the bagged leaves on your property until Sunday night.
On the other hand this might be the year that you can help with nature’s perfect cycle. How about letting the
trees and your lawn clippings come together to “self-fertilize?” Why not take your mower or ask the service
that mows your lawn to run the mower over your leaves from north to south and from east to west? The mix-

ture of nitrogen rich grass particles mixed with the carbon rich leaves that have fallen on your lawn make the
best combination for you lawn and for the environment.

¢ But you don’t have to take just my words on this matter; read this excerpt:
“Raking and collecting leaves every autumn is a tradition with-
out scientific basis.”

“Based upon research at several uni-versities, the organic matter
and nutrients from leaves mown into lawn areas has been proven to improve
turf quality. At Michigan State, researchers set a rotary mower to cut at a height of 3 inches
and then mowed an 18-inch-deep layer of leaves into test plots. That’s the equivalent of 450
pounds of leaves per 1,000 square feet. The tests resulted in improved soil and healthy lawns
with few remnant leaves visible the following spring.” http://www.finegardening.com/improve
-your-soil-raking-less by Terry Ettinger.

The Department of Public Works will be picking up falls raked leaves just + o
like last year. Once again residents will be provided with three ways to re- M
move the leaves from the lawn: 1- bagged them in paper bags and leave by

the curb for Monday’s yard waste collection; 2- place them in a container for Monday’s yard
waste collection; 3- when your block is schedule for collection - rake them to the tree planting
strip without blocking the sidewalk or allowing them to fall on the curbs and blocking the
nearby storm drain.

On the other hand: How about Nature’s cycle and mulching them? This could be year
that we as a Town permit the cycle to continue and thereby doing our part in the restora-
tion and the nurturing of our piece of the earth.
